F3I records are generally assigned three numbers or groups of number before 
being recorded and filed. The first is the file classification, the second the file 
number assigned to a particular case and the third the serial number within the case 
file. The CIA. removes its file numbers before releasing records under FOIn. j-t then 
applies an arbitrary number. Individual records Kfcfcfcx in FBI ticklers may or may 
not also bear a file number, depending on whether the records was added to the tickler 
before or after it was sent to central files, where file numbers are assigned and
